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“REAL INCOME” INCREASING 

According to a compilation of wage and 
salary averages, cost of living and other asso- 
ciated factors made from various govern- 
mental sources, private authorities and other 
surveys, the average American citizen is 18 
per cent better off today than he was one year 
‘ern making this report the phrase “real 
dollar” is used to differentiate from the nomi- 
nal dollar of currency. The “real dollar” value 
is computed by comparing income with cost of 
living. Thus it is shown that while the aver- 
age citizen now earns $1.26 for each dollar he 
earned one year ago, his expenditure for the 
necessities of life, including food, clothing and 
shelter, are at the rate of $1.07 today com- 
pared to $1 a year ago. 

Thus the percentage increase in the pur- 
chasing value of income is 18 per cent, or the 
“real dollar” is.today worth $1.18 instead of 
the $1 of July, 1936. 

The higher income is due to an increase in 
wages and salaries, greater profits by farmers 
and independent businessmen and larger divi- 
dends to investors. Thus the pay envelope of 
the wage earner today contains $1.29 for every 
dollar of a year ago, the salaried worker re- 
ceives $1.12 for his 1936 dollar, investors are 
getting $1.14 instead of $1 and farmers and 
businessmen show an income increase of 24 
cents on the dollar. 

While living costs are 7 cents on the dollar 


higher, this does not offset the average income | 


increase of 26 cents, and the net result is that 
the new prosperity is being felt by everybody. 

This survey is of value in that it again dem- 
onstrates the truth that income cannot be ac- 
curately gauged on currency dollars. It is only 
by comparison with living costs that the true 
amount in ¢he wage envelope can be properly 
estimated. Rising wages are of no benefit to 
the worker when rising expenses offset his ad- 
vance, and a reduction in food, clothing and 
housing costs actually results in wage increase 
for every earner 

ONE-VARIETY COTTON PAYS 

There is a lesson worthy of close attention 
in the experience of the Orchard Hill com- 
munity, in Spalding county, with one-variety 
cotton. 

It is now six years since the Orchard Hill 
Cotton Improvement Association began its cam- 
paign to induce all cotton growers in its area 
to raise one particular variety of the staple. 
That year there were 200 acres planted to the 
selected variety. 

One year later the acreage jumped to 1,800 
acres and today one-variety cotton covers 12,- 
000 acres, including all but 100 of Spalding 
county’s 1,200 farms. 

The results are measured in money and the 
blessings that money brings. The one-variety 
cotton is sold for a premium from $3 to $5 a 
bale above other varieties. It has brought in- 
creased prosperity for Spalding farmers and 
has created new business and new wealth for 
Spalding mercantile and commercial houses.

AIR LINE SUBSIDIES 

The proposal to subsidize American air lines 
operating between this nation and foreign 
countries involves a principle of importance in 
plans for the defense of the nation in the 
event of future wars. | 

While the great oceans which separate 
America from Europe and the Orient are, de- 
spite modern aviation progress, still effective 
barriers against invasion, as pointed out by 
Secretary of War Woodring, modern warfare is 
largely decided by supremacy in the air. 


It is therefore of vital importance to Amer- 
ica that her armed lines of defense include the 
finest possible flying forces. To acquire such 
a force means a large and thoroughly equipped 
supply of commercial planes of the latest type, 
manned by commercial aviators second to none 
in their flying skill. 

There is no better way to assure this peace- 
time reserve as the nucleus of a wartime fly- 
ing service than by encouraging American in- 
dustry to develop to the fullest possible extent 
its international flying service. 

Wisely administered, a policy of government 
subsidization for such world air commerce will 
result in an air development that will give this 
country planes and flyers, both in ability and 
numbers, superior to the air forces of any other 
nation. 

The proposed subsidies must be conserva- 
tively and wisely allotted. There must be no 
suspicion of political influence behind their 
granting and they must be of no greater 
amount than that necessary to achieve the de- 
sired result. 

Money, thus wisely spent, to encourage the 
development of international air service by 
American aviation companies will be money 
expended in a cause which may bring greater 
result, in time of national emergency, than any 
other outgo from the national treasury.

characterized as “wilful waste of money.” 

If the government cannot provide excellent, 
healthful and comfortable homes for the now

May Remove Death Chair. 

Discussing the proposed remov- 
al of the electric chair to Tattnall

Promising to give attention 
later to such subjects as commu- 
nity property, percentage deple- 
tion and pension trusts, the com- 
mittee said lack of time compelled 
it to confine its proposals to those 
items which “may be directly clas- 
sified under the head of evasion or 
avoidance.” 

Existing law, it added, apparent- 
ly is adequate to take care of tax- 
saving devices based’ on single pre- 
mium life insurance podlicies is- 
sued by “fake” foreign insurance 
companies. 

The intricate remedial proposals 
still must be worked into the lan- 
guage of legislation. The house 
Ways and means committee will 
begin hearings on them Monday. 

Would Boost Surtaxes. 

From the present rates of 8 to 
48 per cent, the tax committee 
suggested surtaxes on undistribut- 
ed net income of personal holding 
corporations be jacked up to 65 
and 75 per cent. 

It called for complete revocation 
of three deductions: 

Deductions of losses from sales 
or exchanges of capital asséts, de- 
ductions of 20 per cent of the ex- 
cess of adjusted net income over 
dividends received from other per- 
sonal holding companies, and of 
amounts set aside to retire debts 
incurred before 1934. 

The proposed “innovation” in 
taxation of rpg 2 rsonal hold- 
ing companies olves taxing 
their income sciniealihaian of whether 
income is distributed or not. The 
tax would be Jaid upon stockhold- 
ers. 

The immediate dissolution of 
such firms would be stimulated by 
including in net incomes, after 
this year, 100 per cent of the gains 
realized on liquidation of the com- 
panies. Under existing law, as lit- 
tle as 30 per cent of the gain may 
be included in net income.

Validation by Electorate of 


Program Speeds Paying 
‘of Cash Benefits. 


Georgia broke all records in 
making immediate social security 
payments once the program ob- 
tained approval of the people, La- 
mar Murdaugh, director of the 
State Department of Public Wel- 
fare, said yesterday. 

Reviewing the state’s validation 
of the program at the rolls on 
June 8, Murdaugh said that dur- 
ing July $66,240 was paid in bene- 
fits to 5,144 old-age pensioners, 
1,202 dependent children and 21 
blind persons. He said: 

“We have broken the nation’s 
record, and have paid more pub- 
lic assistance benefits during the 
first month’s actual operation out 
of state and federal funds than 
any other states has ever done 
before ....” 

Murdaugh said approximately 
$6,000,000 would be paid to these 
classes of dependents during the 
next 12 months, through consoli- 
dation of state and federal funds. 


Talks Over Radio, 


He spoke over radio, outlining 
the work of his department which 


he said was probably the largest’ . 


in the state’s governmental sys- 
tem 


In addition to supervising the 
social security program, Mur- 
daugh said the child welfare di- 
vision would spend $77,000 in fed- 
eral funds in caring for 3,400 chil- 
dren, largely from rural sections. 

He said the federal government 
had advanced $60,277 for work 
among crippled children, with the 
state to supplement this amount. 
A state survey showed approxi- 
mately 10,000 crippled children 
in need of treatment, he said. 

State Assumes Task. 


With the withdrawal of the fed- 
eral government from the work 
of supplying surplus commodities, 
the state has taken over this work. 
During July, he reported, food 
and clothing valued at $192,178 
was distributed to the needy 
throughout the state. Annual dis- 
tributions by this division of his 
department, he said, would ap- 
proximate $2,500,000. 

He said a large amount of the 

food was purchased on Georgia 
markets, relieving congested mai» 
kets on Irish potatoes, sweet pota- 
toes, syrup and other farm prod- 
ucts. . 
He said his department also 
administered the $2,000,000 fund 
for operation of eleemosynary in- 
stitutions in the state, with the 
exception of the State Tubercu- 
losis sanatorium at Aalto. 

Another division of his depart- 
ment, Murdaugh said, will han- 
dle payment of Confederate. pen- 
sions to 1,600 veterans and wid- 
ows already on the rolls, and sev- 
eral hundred additional widows 
made eligible by the 1937 legisla- 
ture.

Dr. Kennedy Assures Public Conditions Causing Bad 


Batch Corrected as Pastryman Bemoans 


Rejection 


of All Sorts by Suspicious Patrons. 


Because one batch of coconut 
pies made 19 persons ill this week, 
the public has lost confidence in 
all. pies, it was revealed here yes- 
terday. 

But, said Dr. J. P. Kennedy, city 
health officer, there is no cause 
for alarm—it was the first inci- 
dent of its kind in years and may 
well be the last. 


“Perfectly Safe.” 


“It is perfectly safe to eat bakery 
pies,” Dr. Kennedy assured the 
public yesterday. Pointing out that 
all the pies in the one bad batch 
have been destroyed, the health 
officer asserted pies properly pre- 
pared in sanitary utensils and 
properly kept are as safe as any 
kind of food. 

Dr. Kennedy directs the activi- 
ties of the health inspectors who 


regularly inspect the sanitary con- 
ditions of every bakery in town. 

Pie dealers throughout the city 
yesterday bemoaned ‘the fact one 
isolated «ase of bad pies had vir- 
tually crippled the pie industry. 

Quit All Pies. 

“Why, the people not only stop- 
ped eating coconut pies, which 
were the kind that caused the 
illness, but they won’t even eat 
apple pies,” one well known pie 
man lamented. He said his de- 
livery men found “no sale” the 
welcome sign on many retail mer- 
chants doors. 

Dr. Kennedy said that the con- 
dition which caused 19 to become 
ill has been corrected. 

So, Atlantans can safely buy and 
eat as many bakery pies of any 
description as they wish—and feel 
perfectly safe.

THE COLITIS VAGARY. 


Most of the neurasthenics of 
yesteryear, I learn from the letters, 
are now possessed with colitis. It 
is as difficult to answer their 
questions as it has always been to 
answer the academic questions of 
Class B neurotics. I am hampered 
by the inescapable fact that there 
is such a condition as colitis, in- 
flammation of the large bowel, so 
it is inexpedient to attempt to dis- 
abuse their minds of the absurd 
notion. Now you can make some 
victims of the nervous exhaustion 
obsession listen to reason when 
you remind them that, so far as 
we know, there is no such thing as 
nerve energy and hence there can 
be no such thing as exhaustion or 
loss of nerve energy. Often it may 
be necessary to challenge the poor 
geek to cite a medical or scientific 
authority for his weak nerves va- 
gary. If he scouts around and fails 
to get a reputable witness to sus- 
tain the silly idea—that is, a live 
one—there is a fair chance that 
you may be able to show him the 
way back to health. 


The individual with a claim of 
colitis is a tougher assignment. Es- 


specially if some colon laundry or | 


some food specialist has been tam- 
pering with him. He submits ab- 
struse problems pertaining to the

“For our own protection, if not 
for the negro’s; for the preserva- 
tion of our own self-respect, for 
the preservation of our own ideal 
of democracy and civilization, we 
can in plain simple justice join 
with the negroes in their demands 
for a better distribution of public 
moneys—a distribution that is in 
accord with the ideals of a new 
economic deal in this country—a 
new deal dedicated to lifting the 
level of life regardless of race,” he 
said.

Receipts Indicating Deficit 
Is in Sight. 


Fulton county commissioners 
will confer Monday morning with 


' auditors and. representatives of 


the Atlanta Clearing House Asso- 
ciation in an effort to “find” 
$200,000 pointed out by Commis- 
sioner George F. Longino, in 
charge of county public works, as 
absolutely necessary if the county 
is to end the year with a balanced 
budget. 

Receipts for the last five months 
of this year will have to increase 
$132,557 over actual receipts for 
1936 for estimated expenditures to 
be realized, a special auditor’s re- 
port to the county commissioners 
revealed yesterday. 

Unless disburaiindicite for the re- 
mainder of the year are decreased 
$85,794 as compared with the last 
five months of 1936, a deficit in 
the county budget will occur, the 
report further shows. 

Receipts Show Drop. 

A decrease in receipts and an 
increase in disbursements during 
the first seven months of 1937 
over 1936 was pointed out by the 
auditor as reason for the prospec- 
tive deficit. The decrease in re- 
ceipts amounted to $84,492, while 
the increase in disbursements 
amounted to $150,484. 

The county commission had pre- 
viously -been warned’ in June 
by «the Clearing House Associa- 
tion that difficulty might occur in 
cashing county warrants now be- 
ing issued in anticipation of in- 
creased fall tax collections if the 
rate of spending was kept up. 

Commissioner Longino said that 
if highway, building and other 
projects now under way, or au- 
thorized, are to be completed, it 
will be necessary for the county 
to “find” about $200,000. He de- 
clared that the county might as 
well cease trying to operate unless 
the sum is obtained. 

Board Meets Monday. 

Commissioners will meet at 10 
o’clock Monday morning at the 
bank to seek ways to avoid the 
deficit. 

Amounts allotted the first part 
of the year for various projects 
and actual expenditures to date 
were cited by Commissioner Lon- 
gino, explaining why the $200,000 
is needed. Figures showed that 
for the most part amounts allotted 
have been almost entirely ex- 
hausted. 

Out of a $42,000 allotment for 
automobile repairs for the year, 
$38,042 ha& been spent. The gas- 
oline allotment for the year of 
$53,000 has been reduced by $38,- 
000 so far, while $73,000 has been 
spent to date for new equipment 
when only $70,000 was set out as 
the year’s estimated expenditure. 
Other machinery has eaten up 
$10,000 to date out of an allot- 
ment of $15,000 for the year. Main- 
tenance of trucks assigned to the 
WPA on local projects has caused 
a large part of the auto repair 
expenditure, Commissioner Lon- 
gino said. 

Total 1936 receipts amounted to 
$4,262,801, while the estimated to- 
tal for 1937 is $4,310,845. Dis- 
bursements for 1936 totaled $4,- 
232,028 and the estimated dis- 
bursements for.this year are $4,- 
298,719, the auditor’s report point- 
ed out.

MRS. COLLIER DIES 
AT HISTORIC HOME 


Widow of Atlanta Tax In- 
vestigator Born During 
War Between States. 


— 


Mrs. John T. Collier, 72, mem- 
ber of a pioneer Georgia family 
and widow of John Thomas Col- 
lier, who was for many years tax 
investigator of Atlanta, died yes- 
terday at her Fairburn road resi- 
dence which General Sherman 
used as his headquarters during 
his occupation of Atlanta in the 
War Between the States. 

Mrs. Collier was born at Cov- 
ington during the war while her 
mother and family were refugees 
and her father was away at war. 

Family Returns. 

After the conflict was over, her 
family returned to the two-story 
structure where she spent her 
childhood, attending school near- 
by at Adamsville. 

The historic home, built by her 
father, the late Judge William A. 
Wilson, pioneer. resident and 
sLeriff of Fulton county, still bears 
many evidences of the Battle of 
Atlanta, a part of which took 
place practically in the front yard. 

The peculiar formation of many 
trees on the premises is attributed 
to the fact that Union cavalrymen 
hitched their horses to the then 
young sapplings. 

“Death to All Rebels” has been 
boldly lettered on one side of the 
house and it is only in recent 
times that the wartime slogan has 
been wiped out by successive 
coats of paint.
